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EARTH ROCKED 


Three California Towns Badly 
Shaken But No Liyes Lost. 


The Shock Most Severe at Points in 
the Sacramento Valley. 


BEVERAL LARGE BUILDINGS SERIOUSLY 
DAMAGED AT WINTERS. 


Vacaville and Dixon Shaken Up and 
Telegraphic Commuication Cut Off—A 
Heavy Wave Rocks the City of San 
Francisco, Stopping Clocks—Fears That 
Much Damage Has Been Done at 
Other Points—Casualty Record. 


SAN Francisco, Cal., April 19.—Dispatches 
from the Vaca Valley, in thfs State, report 
that an earthquake shock visited that section 
at 2:45 o’clock this morning, causing general 
destruction to property. <A large brick 
hotel, bank buildings, Bartholet’s two- 
story stone building, and in fact every 
building in the town of Winters was dam- 
aged. Thecontents of stores and dwellings 
were all piled on the floors in promiscuous 
heaps. The shock was from east to west and 
lasted about five or six seconds. 

A panic seized the people of the town and 
in a minute after the shock was felt the streets 
were filled with scantily clad citizens of both 
sexes. Fortunately, although the strongest 
buildings rocked to and fro with the earth’s 
vibrations, none were thrown to tbe ground 
Orentirely collapsed, and no one was seri- 

ously injured. 

Lhe buildings most seriously damaged were 
the best in the city, and the loss will be 
heavy. Although people here are accustomed 
to earthquakes, this shock was so severe that 
it created general alarm. 

The towns of Dixon and Vacaville inthe 
Same section also felt the effect of the 
Shock. Sofar it has been impossible to get 
details of the results of the seismic disturb- 
Bnceat any point inthe valley, except Win- 
ters. Itis feared thata great calamity has 
befallen that section. Wire. communication 
is interrupted, and it will be several hours 
before it can be restored. 

The three towns named all MWe in the Vaca 
Valley, Salona County, on the California 
Pacific Railway, and-each contain less than 
1,000 inhabitants, though are thriving places. 
Vacaville is twenty-nine miles from Sacra- 
mento. 

At Merced twodistinct shocks of earth- 
quake were felt this morning. Thefirst oc- 
curred at 2:47, stopping clocks. The second 
occurred three minutes later, stopping thea 
clock in the hotelagain, but no damage was 
done. 

San Francisco experienced a severe shock 
at 2:45 o’clock this morning. Clocks were 
stopped allover the city, but no damage re- 
ported. Dispatches received indicate that 
the shock was felt throughout the whole 
northern portion of the statc. 

Latethis afternoona dispatch from Dixon 
stated that the: shock there was the most 
severe ever felt, and of much longer cura- 
tion. It came at 2:50 a.m. and bulldings 
rocked and swayed as if tossed on the crest orf 
an oceal wave. 

The Masonic Hall was badly shattered. The 
south fire wallofthis building fellon John 
Duzan’s dry goods store, crushing ittothe 
ground. The north fire’ wail of the 
same building fell on J. B. Kockford’s 
butcher-shop, crushing ittintosplinters. The 
Ross block had its front fire wall broken 
down and Eppinger & Co.’s fire wall fell on 
John Rehmke’s saloon, [crushing it down and 
badly injuring Kehmke. 

‘ihe Paiace lodging house was bacly shat- 
tered and all buildings in town were more 
Or less injured. Ali the chimneys in 
town were broken; several wind mills and 
tanks shaken down; all goods in 
stores were thrown from their shelves. Im- 
mediately after the shock several fires 

started, but were extinguished without seri- 
/ ous damage. ‘ihe loss tothis town will be 
/Tully $20,000. 

. All reports thus far received indicate that 
the earthquake of this morning was the 
worst the State has known sincethe memor- 
able one of 1860, when so much destruction 
was wrought. : 

LASTED FIFTY-EIGHT SECONDS. 

OAKLAND, Cal., April 19.—Indicator at 
Chabol Observatory shows that this morn- 
ing’s earthquake lasted fifty-eight seconds; 
time two hours forty-nine seconds; two sec- 
onds vibration east to west.

The killed are: J. D. Smith, Jacob 
Carlson, James Vagh, A. Johnson and a 
Swede, whose name lis unknown, Benjamin 
Cassimora, one ofthe injured men, was ter- 
ribly burned,

CHARMED WITH WASHINGTON. 


Harry Furniss, th: English Artist, Likes 
the American Capital. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—After making 
sketches ofeverything and everybody of in- 
terest in Washington, Harry Furniss, the 
famous caricaturist of London Punch, has 
taken his departure for Chicago. He was 
charmed with Washington and was com- 
pletely enraptured by the Capitol. He told 
your correspondent that he had seen nearly 


ali the principal Capitols of the world, but he 
had never seen such an imposing piece of 
architecture as Uncle Sam’s magnificent pile 
of stone. He says he would never tire stand- 
ing at one end of Pennsylvania avenue vView- 
ing the capitolat the other. During the time 
that Mr. Furniss was in Washington there 
was hardly a minute that Congress was in 
session that he wasn’t present and was an 
attentive listener to the proceedings. 

‘“‘The most impressive thing about the 
American Congress,’’ said Mr. Furniss, ‘‘is 
its free and easy character. The Senate is 
sedate and all that, but still they have an 
easy-going way about it that ¢ think very de- 
lightful. The Senators seem to be approach- 
able, jolly good fellows. I-.was surprised 
that any one could walk in on the floor of the 
Senate up to the very time before calling it to 
order. I visited the Chamber one day just 
before the hour of meeting, and began to 
make some sketches; to my surprise a fine 
looking old gentleman, whohad something of 
the Gladstonlan charm to his face, began 
watching the progress of my pencil. He 
asked me ifI was an artist on some paper, 
and upon replying in the affirmative he asked 
what paper? When I informed him he 
seemed to make a great deal over 
me. Hevolunteered totell mea number of 
things that were very important, and aided 
my understanding of the Senate. Iasked 
one of the pages who the gentleman was, 
and the lad told me that he was Senator 
Cockerill of Missouri, 

‘*I was also greatly impressed with the very 
forcible speech of Congressman Amos Cum- 
mings. Il was interested in him because I had 
been told that he was one of the zreatest 
urnaless in America, and naturally I was 
nterested ina person so distinguished in a 
profession to which I belong. Mr, Cummings 
ismore like a’ member of Parliament in his 
manner Of speaking. , His speech showed 
“reat preparation and had a literary polish 
about it. He made noattempt at oratory, 


ness-like manner, like the speeches in Parlia- 
ment are delivered.’’ 

‘*Of course, I was greatly interested in Mr. 
Holman, the ‘Objector’ I beiieve they call 
him. lwas notattracted to himas ] would 
be to the others, for he was like nothing I 
ever saw before. I could not understand why 
he was opposed toa Navy, but 1 suppose that 
is because I didn’t understand American 
polities. LILhad been foolish enough to be- 
lieve thata Navy was necessary to every 
great nation. A gentleman who sat next to 
me inthe gallery was kind enough to explain 
to me that Mr. Holman’s district was in the 
interior of the country and thata foreign foe 
could not penetrate the boundaries of the 
territory which he represents. I suppose 
that itis much more different hereto what it 
isin other countries and members are ex- 
pected tothbink of only what benefits their 
own districts. 

‘*Yes, I think the lower branch of Congress 
is a fine-looking body of men. I was fortunate 
enough to meet a number of the members 
and they certainly will compare well with 
the same Class of people inany other part of 
the world. Iam sure that Congressman Cad- 
mus of New Jersey, who was so kind as to 
present meto President Harrison, would be 
a useful man if he was transplanted to Par- 
lament and became acquainted with the iIn- 
terests of our country. I was glad to hear 
that the people of New Jersey were 
to make him their Governor. How didI like 
the President? Oh, very well, but he seems 
to bé a Very absent-minded man. Wedo not 
know very much of himinEngland. Weare 
much imore interested in Blaine, McKinley 
and Cleveland. Oh, yes, we know of Senator 
Hill over there, because he is opposing Mr. 
Cieveland for President.’’ 

While Mr. Furniss Is inChicago he will 
be under the special charge of Mr. 
Moses P. Uandy, who will tell him 
about what a great thing the World’s 
fairis goingto be, Mr. Furniss had the pleas- 
ure of meeting Mr. Handy some time ago in 
London. ‘‘I would not have remembered 
Maj. Handy until I was told that he was 
President ofthe great American club where 
they guy foreigners who are their guests,’’ 
said Mr. Furniss. ‘‘l was introduced to him 
by Max O’Rell. Maj. Handy told methatifl 
came over to this country that he would take 
me totheir dining club and put me on the 
gridiron,.’’ Itold him that lknew America was 
far ahead of my own country In progressive- 
ness, andI was not surprised that Ameri- 
cans wanted to put a furnaceonthe gridiron, 
but thatin England they always puta grid- 
iron on the furnace, 


STANDARD OIL TACTICS, 


Absorbing Gas Wells and Freezing Out 
Competitors. 

PITTSBURG, FPa., April 19.—The Standard 
O11Co., itis said, is trying to absorb the 
leading natural gas companies of Western 
Pennsylvania, withthe idea of amalgamat- 
ing them intoa gigantic trust, soas to sup- 
ply a manufactured fuel gas. The Standard 


company is saidto be the owner of a pro- 
cess that has been fully tested and pro- 
nounced a success. The scheme is to make 
the Philadeiphia, the original natural gas 
company of tne worid, the nucleus 
of the trust and double its 
stock, making a total capital 
ization of $15,000,000, which, itis said, will be 
more than enough to carry the scheme 
through, The standard Co, Is alsotrying to 
buy a big indepenuent oil pipe line to the sea- 
board. This pipe line is almost complete 
fromthe McDonald oll fleld, in this county, 
to Linwood, on the Delaware, a few miles 
below Philadelphia. it is owned by W, 1. 
Meilen, the inillionaire producer, and will be 
the only independent ofl pipe Ine tin exist- 
ence. the Standard, in its endeavors to se- 
cure this line, has forcedthe price of crude 
petroleum down to sucha low point, 59 cents 
a barrel, that the independent producers are 
talking of ashut-cdown forfive months, ve- 
ginning May 1.

A WAR OF CONQUEST

French Victory Over the African Chief 
Samory. 


NATIVES BATTLE DESPERATELY IN DE- 
FENSE OF THEIR TERRITORY. 


Attempts to Russianize German Settlers— 
Anniversary of Beaconsfield’s Death— 
British Topics—Anarchists Again 
Active—Hunting a Market for Russian 
Securities—General Foreign News. 


ST. Louis, Senegal, April 19.—Adavices from 
the interior show that the situation ofthe 
expedition under command of Col. Humbert 
has greatly improved since the last reports 
reached the coast. Col. Humbert was sent 
out to punish Samory, the native chief ruling 
most of the country along the Upper Niger 
River, who had resented the interference of 
the French in the territory claimed by him to 
be under his jurisdiction. 

The latest advices received here showed 
that after several engagements, in which the 
French had been uniformly victorious, the 
situation suddenly changed and the outlook 
for the French became desperate, they hav- 
ing neither the means to pursue the cam- 
paign nor the possibility of retreating. 
Samory, it was said, had gathered together a 
great force and was about to attack the 
French, and grave fears were entertained 
that the latter would all be killed. The news 
just received, however, shows that, though 
Samory did attack the French, he sustaineda 
bad defeat, and that a great number of his 
men were killed. The French loss was 
trifling. The battle took place near Kerouane 
on March 14, Two thousand of the natives 
armed with modern *rifles, but, 
fortunately for the French, they aid not 


‘know how to properly usethem. The fact 


that the natives had these rifles, it was be- 
lieved, tends to support the proposition that 
the sale of firearms and ammunition to 
African chiefs, particularly Samory and King 
Behanzin of Dahomey, should be stopped by 
a mutual agreement between the powers. 


GERMANS BOYCOTTED, 
RUSSIA ALARMED AT THEIR INCREASED LAND 
HOLDINGS. 

VIENNA, April19.—The energetic measures 
adopted bythe St. Petersburg Government 
for Russianizing German colonists in Vol- 
hynia will be followed, it is feared, by similar 
measures lin other districts where German 
agriculturists flourish. The Novroe Vremya, 
the Mokovskija Vjemdomosti, the Grashdanin and 
other newspapers reflecting the opinions of 
Panslavists, who now have the Czar’s ear, 
contain long articles to show that a general 
campaign against Germans in Russia is in 
prospect. These newspapers say that the 
colonists are spies and Russian haters, and 
are robbing Russians of their own 
land. The Novorossiski Telegraph pub- 
lished ‘a statement of the ‘‘encroach- 
ments of German land-owners in Russia.’’ 
In the Government of Chesor alone, it says, 
the Germans own 1,000,000 acres, of which 
800,000 acres have been purchased by them 
from bankrupt Russian noblemen. In Pul- 
tava, Charkow, Bessarabia, JeKaterinoslaw, 
Tavritchek, Ufinisk, Astrachan, Orenburg, 
Saratoff, Samaraand the region of the Don, 
adds the Telegraph, the same state ofaffairs 
exists. All the semil-official organs call for 
measures to protect the poor Russian nobil- 
ity and the improvident Russian peasants 
againstthe thrifty Germans. Should these 
measures be inaugurated generally this sum- 
mer, as seems probable from the proceedings 
in Volyhnia, the sufferings in the provinces 
concerned would be terrible, as with the 
Germans would depart the backbone of trade 
and agriculture and the productiveness of 
the provinces affected would probably fall 50 
per cent. 


AIDING THE SHAH, 
RUSSIA OFFERS A LOAN TO LIFT A BRITISH 
CLAIM. 

LONDON, April19.—A dispatch from Teheran 
says it is rumored there that Russia has 
offered to advance to Persia the sum of £500,- 
000 at 6 percent to enable the Government to 
pay tothe Imperial Tobaceo Corporation of 
Persia (limited), an English firm, the in- 
demnity promised for the withdrawal of the 
tobacco monopoly granted that company and 
thus Hberate Persia from all pecuniary ob- 
ligation to Great Britain. The offer is likely 
to be accepted, Persia will offer 
the customs receipts of the country 
as security fer the loan.| The opponents 
of British influence in; Persia predict 
the speedy annihilation of such influence in 
the country. The’ granting of the tobacco 
monopoly aroused great indignation in Per- 
sia. The mollahs, or priests, started acru- 
sade against the Governmentand a number 
of serious disturbances occurred. The priests 
forbade the use oftobacco and the orders 
were universally obeyed. Finally the Gov- 
ernment, yielding tothe popular agitation, 
canceled the concessionand agreed to pay 
the company holding the monopoly the sum 
of £500,000, the amount Russia now offers to 
advance. This offer and its probable accept- 
ance is another indication of the growing 
Russian influence in Persia. 


BRITISH TOPICS, 


ANNIVERSARY OF BEACONSFIELD’S DEATH— 
LONDON GOSSIP. 


Lonpown, April 19.—To-day is the eleventh 
anniversary of the death of the Earl of Bea- 
consfield and in accordance with the custom 
inaugurated in 1883 by the Primrose League, 
the league originated in memory of the dead 
Prime Minister, whose favorite flower was 
the primrose, the day was universally ob- 
served by the knights, dames and associates 
of the league, each of whom wore a bunch 
of primroses. The grand master of 
the Primrose League is the Prime Minister, 
the Marquis of Salisbury. Its membership !s 
very large, amounting to over 1,000,000 per- 
sons. ‘The statue of Lord Beaconfield in 
Westminster Palace yard was covered with 
primroses. 

The Volunteer maneuvers at Dover yester- 
day were aconiplete success. The weather 
was cold but fine. The maneuvers at Chat- 
ham were marred by a snowstorm in the 
afternoon, the roads being deep with slush 
and the men wetfooted long before the evo- 
lutions were concluded. In London the 
weather was fine till late in the evening, 
when a sleet and hail storm set in. All day 
the gingerbread fair was almost deserted.

ANARCHISTS AGAIN BECOMING ACTIVE—BRIEF 
TELEGRAMS. 

Lispon, April19.—A demand was made at 
the point of a pistol upon ex-Finance Minis- 
ter Carvalho for $500 bya guspected anarch- 
ist. He got$i50, which, It is believed, had 
been placed to buy explosives before he was 


arrested. 

The Spanish squadron now at Barcelona has 
been ordered to remain there until after May 
day. It is reported that all open air demon- 
strations on May Day will be prohibited. 

The Chief of the St. Petersburg police has 
received an anonymous letter to the effect 
that the nihilists have emphatically rejected 
anarchist overtures for an alliance of forces. 

Explosions occurred on Saturday and S8un- 
day at the residence of the Public Prosecutor 
at Brussels, but caused no damage. An ex- 
plosion at the residence of the manager of 
Cockerill’s iron works caused extensive dam- 
age. : 

Amost decided sensation was created in 
Madrid to-day by the making public of a fur- 
ther confession made by Munoz tothe Magis- 
trate who has charge of the case. Munoz 
told this official that at a secret meeting of 
Anarchists lots were drawn to decide who 
the member should be to killthe boy King of 
Spain. The statement has caused much 
anxiety, and the precautions taken against

HUNTING A MARKET. 

PARIS, April 19.—The anxiety of M. Vishne- 
gradski, the Russian Minister of Finance, for 
a commercial understanding with Germany 
is due toa desire for a new outlet for Russian 
stocks, such an outlet having become neces- 
sary since the quarrel with Paris brokers re- 
sulted in outside brokers renouncing the right 
to deal in Russian securities, thus limiting 
the French market.

DIED AS HE LIVED. 


Larkin Lancaster, a Negro Murderer, 
Hanged. 


PuULASK!, Tenn., April 19.—Larkin Lan- 
caster, the negro murderer of Zach Dixon, 
was hanged this afternoon at 1:18 
o’ clock, The old negro did not 
sleep during the night, ate , neither 
breakfast nor dinner, but was cool and calm 
during the execution. A negro preacher 
cameinto his cell this morning to console 
him, when Lancaster savagely attacked him. 

Lancaster’s son, who was with him this 
morning, confessed the crime. Lancaster 
refused to speak on the scaffold and to 
friends refused to say anything. At 
12:40 he was taken from the jail to the 
scaffold and executed in the presence of fifty 
spectators. Sherif!’ McCord adjusted 
thecap. When the negro preacher had pro- 
nounced ‘‘amen’’ the trigger was sprung at 
1:15and in thirteen minutes Lancaster was 
pronounced dead, 


A party of negro woodchoppers who were 
cutting timber along the banks of Kichland 
Creek in Giles County, one day last Nove:mn- 
ber, discovered the headless and limbiess 
body ofa manina gunnysack, Shortly after 
this ghastly find another sack was fished up 
out of the water and found to contain legs 
of the corpse. The head could not be found 
and has never been discovered, 

The mutilated remains were fully indenti- 
fied as those of Zock Dixon. Dixon was jast 
seen alive about three weeks beforethe day 
on which the YremainS were found. Ssus- 
picion at onc® attached to Lancaster and he 
was placed in CUStody. It was shown 
that Lancaster was jealous of the attention 
meee by Dixon to Mary Crittenden, Lancas- 

er’s sister-in-law, and had not only warned 
but had also 
Dixon, 


Dixon to cease his attention, 
attempted on one occasion to shoot 
and had also made deadly threats. 

Lancaster was indicted in the Giles County 
Circuit Court, and three times tried and con- 
victed of the murder of Dixon, and sentenced 
to suffer death. The case was reversed 
twice by the SupremeCourt,and hejwajsfinally 
sentenced tn February |last to,be hanged to- 
day at Pulaski,

IN A MAD RUSH 


Fully 40,000 Pale Faces Invade 
the Land of the Red Man. 


Cannon Sounds the Signal and the 
Flood Sweeps Over the Line, 


THE CHEYENNE COUNTRY IN THE 
HANDS OF THE WHITES. 


In Wagons, on Horseback and Afoot the 
Homeseekers Press Forward at Top 
Speed—Scenes ofthe Night and Early 
Morning Before the Invasion—Much of 
the Land Unfit for Farming—Loss Must 
Be the Lot of Many Boomers. 


Ext RENO, O. T., April 19.—Morning broke 
upon the camps of the land hunters witha 
heavy fog and alight drizzle, which threat- 
ened toturn intoa heavy down-pour of rain 
as the day grew alder. This turned the 
ground in the vicinity of the streamsintoa 
quagmire of red mud of the consistency and 
adhesive quality of glue, and filled the own- 
ers of fast horses, who had counted upon 
their animals to carry them first across the 
line, with dismay. On the other hand 
those who were on foot looked upon 
the lowering clouds with glee, as a 
heavy track, in sporting parlance, meant 
an equal chance for all, Allthe camps were 
early astir. Onthe line west of this place 
most of the boomers were up and had broken 
camp long before daylight. Wagons were 
greased, harness overlooked, horses rubbed 
down and every precaution takento insure 
the best possible results when the final 
struggle came. The same was true of the 
camps at Hennessy, Dover, Kingfisher, and 
other spots where the land seekers had 
gathered in large numbers. A ride along the 
line early in the morning disclosed innumer- 
able small parties moving northward or 
southward in search of the best road into the 
reservation, anda glance into the reserva- 
tion itself showed that, despite the efforts of 
the United States deputy marshals and the 
soldiers, many had taken time by the fore- 
lock and entered the promised land in 
advance ofthe time set by the government. 
Here and therea head would bob up from 
the bed of an arroya only to be quickly with- 
drawn atthe sightof anyoneon the out- 
side. 

Capt. Johnson of the Dover camp esti- 
mated this morning that there were about 
eighteen hundred persons there. The Deputy 
United States Marshal who has been assigned 
to look after tne crowd in the Cherokee Strip 
cantonment, estimated thelr number at 4,000. 
The negroes who herded together at Cimar- 
ron—and from whom, by the way, trouble is 
ex pected—will number about fifteen hundred, 
and there were not less than 7,500 persons 
scattered through the Wichita Reservation.

were innumerable smaller parties, ranging 
in strength from ten to two hundred persons, 
and banded together by some community of 
interest or by agreement to protect one an- 
other’s rights in the event of disputes over 
claims. Many of these associations were 
formed, the members being pledged to assist 
their comrades with money or at the muzzle 
of the Winchester, if necessary. 

Making allowances for all these scattered 
organizations and taking the known figures 
of the larger camps, 40,000 is probably about 
the number of persons who entered the terri- 
tory when the cannon sounded the signal at 
noon to-day. 

All through the forenoon the preparations 
continued. Along the eastern border the 
crowds were largest, but on the south and 
north there were iarge bodies. 

THE SIGNAL SOUNDS. 

As watches marked 11:50, allup and down 
the lines of expectant men there wasa hush. 
The last saddle girth had been tightened, 
hats firmly adjusted on heads, riders sitting 
squarely in their saddles with reinsjgathered 
up, men on foot measured the ground in front 
of them with their eyes, drivers of wagons 
poised their whips. Everything was in read- 
iness forthestart. The skies still lowered, but 
no rain was falling. The air was moist and 
warm, All eyes were turned toward Fort 
Reno. 

Atfive minutesto noon a color Sergeant 
andtwomen march forthon tothe parade 
ground bearing the garrison flag. Quickly 
se ey it to the halyards they began to 
holst ittothe top ofthe high staff. Half 
way upthe flag stopped for a moment, but 
quickly resumed its spurs journey. At last 
it reached the top and fluttered in the mist- 
laden air. It was high noon. As thetop 
edge of the flag touches the little round truck 
that surmounts the flag-staff a six-pound 
brass Napoleon in the center of 
the parade ground bdelched forth a 
cloud of white smoke that rolled along the 
ground. This was followed by a flash and a 
few seconds later the waiting crowd hears a 
dull, heavy boom. Itis followed by another 
and another; muskKetry rattles; a cheer gues 
up. ‘the long line of horsemen and footmen 
piunged forward, Red mud files in every 
direction, plastering man and beast. The 
lines string out, the weaker fali in behind. 
soon all has disappeared. The Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe reservation is open and 40,000 men 
are over the line. 

The horsemen sprang away as though they 
were riding a quarterdash. The wagoners 
putthe whipto their beasts. There was a 
cloud of dust and the flood of palefaces 
swept into the country of the redmen. The 
soldiers at the signal put spurs to their 
horses and flew. to get away from 
the rush behind them. Aftera race of a mile 
or so they formeda line, Every man seemed 
to know just where he was goingand headed 
for his longed for land without even bestow. 
ing a glance of attention at his brother 
rushers. A few wheels were lost hear the 
line and many will be leftinthe gulleys this 
. fternoon, but there were no serious acci- 

ents, 

A large number of El Reno pears made the 
run for the quarter-sections. a few miles out 
of town, which were left unalloted, rigit on 
the Rock Island road, 

A special trainover the Choctaw road from 
Oklahoma City dumped its load at the Rock 
Island crossing a few moments after 12 
o’clock. Acrowd from Ei Reno City, which 
hadatown organization all complete, also 
reached the land atthe same time, and the 
site was black with men within half an hour 
after the opening. 

The greatest crowd, particularly of horse- 
men, was at the points nearest to Watanga 
and Rossmore, the seatsof Counties Cand 
H. Watanga is twenty-five miles from the 
line and Rossmore forty. Three different 
crowds were organized yesterday for the pur- 
pose of taking charge of the town organiza- 
tion of Rossmore. One of these is made up 
principally of Texas men and one largely of 
men from Kansas, All three of these will 
probably attempt to organize as soon as they 
reach there. ‘The officers at the different 
town sites, however, will discourage any 
town organization before to-morrow. 

NOT A GARDEN OF EDEN. 

The Cheyenne and Arapahoe reservation 
where 30,000 citizens of the United States 
found new homes to-day is situated in the 
Indian Territory, between the Cherokee out- 
letonthe north and the Kiowa, Comanche 
and Apache reservation on the south. Its 
eastern border adjoins Oklahoma and its 
western the Pan Handle of Texas.

Out of this the resident Indians have been al- 
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sands who have been waiting for weeks at 
the border and in the frontier towns for to- 
day’s final rush had anything but the vaguest 
idea as to the real character of the land they 
were so anxious to possess. Exaggerated re- 
orts of the wondrous fertility of the 
and were readily belleved and were 
not easily contradicted, for only very 
few people had that intimate knowledge of 
the country upon which to base successful 
contradiction. So when therush was made 
to-day the boomers belleved they were en- 
tering into a veritable Garden of Eden. When 
they had reached their claims, had staked 
them off and hadtaken the opportunity to 
survey their broad acres, they found that in- 
stead ofa Garden of Eden, a promised land 
honey as they had 
d really possessed 
themselves a i of 
ordinary western prairie 
with nothing but huge 
very brackish streams, bitter 
alkali. That, at least, mostof them found, 
Some of the land, as a matter of course, that 
along the river bottoms and that in the vat. 
leys, is exceilent farming lands, but the ins 
dians were sensible enough to choose the 
most ofit. Of the land remaining to the 
white settler some of it was good, but most of 
it was very poor. Many ofthose who rushed 
in full of hope will soon rush out to take ad- 
vantage of the next gift ofland by the gov- 
ernment. 
FERTILE BOTTOM LANDS. 

The Cimarron River runs across the north- 
east corner ofthe new country. South ofit 
is the north fork of the Canadian, and still 
further south is the Washita. The bottom 
land along these rivers has been all, or 
mostly all, taken up by the Indians. These 
bottoms are not very wide, and the land on 
both sides of them rises very rapidly into 
grassy plateaus. Over the divides the 
lands become level prairies, poorly 
watered, similar to much of Western Kan- 
sas. Between the two branches of the 
Canadian the lana fs rather rough, but much 
of it is good for farming. The Canadian 
forks are neither of them very rellable. The 
north branch, the Indians say, runs dry 
about once in five years, while there are 
times every year when the South Canadian 
is nothing buta long chain of brackish mud- 
holes. The greatest trouble the settlers will 
encounter in raising crops in this Canadian 
country will be from drouth. Those familiar 
with the country say the settlers will be 
fortunate if they raise one crop in three. 

The best and richest part of the new coun- 
try is along the valley of the Washita Riverin 
County H. The Washitais a smaller stream 
than the Canadian rivers, but it never goes 
dry and its valley is always green. There 1s 
alsoOsome very fine country along . Deer 
Creek, which flows through County H, and 
empties into the South Canadian in the Wich- 
ita Reservation. The landin County E, the 
northwestern county, isa part of the great 
Western desert. Itisa waste ofland andis 
hardly fit to pasture goats on. 

A very good estimate can be formed of the 
desirability of the land in the different coun- 
ties trom the number of Indian allotments in 
each, for the Indians have undoubtedly 
sought for the best lands. In King- 
fisher County 195 allotments have been 
made; in Canadian County, 542; in 
County C, 1,283: in County D, 459; in_ County 
F, 86; in County G, 435; in County H, 829; in 
County E, none. 

THE NEW SETTLERS. 

The settlers, as observed in the towns while 
waiting to pass to the border and on their 
way thither, appeared to be, as a rule, 
thrifty, energeticand determined to wrest 
fromthe stubborn solla better living than 
they had been able to gain in theirold homes. 
of course, there were numbers of shiftiess 
people, careless of the future, who joined the 
rush out of the excitement of the thing; 
others who were drawn to the lands in the 
hope of profiting by speculation, and still 
others who ‘‘got ieft’’ at the opening of the 
Iowa, Sax and Fox, Kickapoo and Pottawot- 
omie jandas last year made another attempt 
to secure homes. The scarcity of the negro is 
ene of the surprising things of the occu- 
pancy of the new lands, taken in connec- 
tion with the numerous reports of the 
formation of the negro colonies and their 
journeyings toward the lands. An estimate 
by a newspaper man, who has ridden around 
the whole border during the past week, 
places the proportion of negroes to the whole 
number of settlers at only 16 per cent. It 
was confidently expected that they would 
comprise fully half of the homeseeKers. The 
greater part of the negro settlers gathered at 
Langston and Cimarron,the negro towns that 
were organized on the eastern reservations a 
yearago. From thosetwo towns they pro- 
ceeded, most of them, on foot to eastern and 
southern boundaries of the Cheyenne coun- 
try, Where they all settled as near toone 
another as possible in buncnes. Nearly all 
the remaining negroes entered the lands 
from the South and West, having come from 
Texas. There was no organization among 
the latter and they took up claims independ. 
ent of each other much after the manner of 
their white brethren. 


THE BLANKET INDIAN, 

The blanket Indian, amid all the rushand 
bustle, hurry and excitement, preserved his 
imperturable indifference, The only thing 
that caused anything near surprise was the 
number of the white people who entered 
upon hisland. It was the first time he eyer 
realized that there are more white people in 
the world than Ind@tlans, Otherwise he ob- 
served all the exciting scenes without the 
least show of surprise or curiosity. It 
was apparently all a very great 
bore to him, He was not 
even enough tnterested in the white man’s 
scramble for land to stay on his own claim 
to prevent its belmg jumped. There was, 
however, @ special reason for that. To- 
morrow is ration day at the agency and noth- 
ing was ever Known to keep the Indian away 
from the Agena? whenanything to eat isin 
eight. He willloafaroundthe agency until 
ne receives rations and eatables. fe will 
drive away his beef, gorge to his full capac- 
ity, let his claim go tu the dogs and wait for 
next ration day. 

The bianket Indians are asa rule peace- 
ably inclined, They never have and prob- 
ably never will make much trouble. The 
Cheyennes, too, are good natured enough so 
long as they are left alone in peace. When 
they were first put onthe reservation in 1879 
after thelr famous and fatai raid through 
Kansas they chafed under the restraint and 
it caused much trouble. Since then they 
have been conducting themselves very well. 
They are quick to anger, however, and re- 
sehtany imposition upontheirrights., Leta 
settler jump an allotment and he will not 
live to drive the first stake. 


LEFT HAND’S REVELATION. 

Indifference is not the only cause of the 
Indians, want of surprise at the invasion of 
theirlands. They have the promise of the 
Messiah thatthe white men shall be swept 
from the earth and that the Indian shall 
restored to his former domination. ‘They 
have been engaged in ghost dances for a 
month past and many of thelr wise old men 
have had visions and have conveyed to their 
tribes the Messiah’s promise. They were at 
first surprised that the Messiah shuuld allow 
the preparation for the invasion to proceed, 
but when Chief Left Hand received the reve- 
lation to the effect that the destruction of the 
whites was delayed only for a short time 
their surprise gave way to an abiding faith In 
the ultimate extinction of their natural 


enemy. 

**He will come,’’ they say. ‘‘He will come 
when the grass grows tall and the sun grows 
hot. He will come and drive the white man 
from the Indians’ country.’’ 

In the meantime the savages will make no 
effort at civilizing themselves. They will eat 
the Government’s rations and will await 
passively and hopefully the Messiah’s com- 
ing and their restoration to their lost pos- 
sessions. They will not work. They are not 
permitted to sell their lands for twenty-five 
years, but they can lease it for three years, 
and that is what most of them will do, 

There is another class of the Indians, how- 
ever, who have absorbed something of the 
nature of the white man. This Was a great 
day for him. Everything he possessed was 
salable. His pony, hisgunand his knowl- 
edge of the country were ail articles of value 
and to-day he bartered them all for a.- con- 
sideration. He was a bureau of informa- 
tion, a guide anda horsetrader. It is not- 
able that those who employed Indian guides 
secured choice claims, so well did the In- 
dians know their location and the shortest 
and least difficult routes to them.

WEPT OVER HIS BOY 


A Touching Scene in the Grim Habeas 
Corpus Case. 


THE FATHER’S DISPLAY OF AFFECTION 
FOR HIS CHILD. 


The Mother Granted Possession of the 
Little Fellow—Opinions Handed Down 
by the Court of Appeals-The Barry 
County Liquor Cases Reversed and 
Remanded—A Big Judgment. 


A pathetic scene was witnessed in the 
Court of Appeals to-day inthe Grim habeas 
corpus Case, in which Dr. Elmore E. Grim of 
Cincinnati is seeking to obtain possession of 
his 2-year-old son, Pursell Elwood Grim, 
who is in possession of the child’s mother, 
Mrs. Emily Grim, who is living with her 
father, J. T. Morgan, superintendent of the 
Deering Agricultural Works tn East St. Louls, 
and who resides at 2800 Locust street. Mrs. 
Grim, who is a young woman, in fact, a mere 
schoolgirl in appearance, was in the court- 
room before the court opened and had the 
baby. She was accompanied by her 
brother, F, E,. Morgan, and some 
lady friends, Dr, Grim, who is 
also ofa youthful appearance, quite dressy 
and wearing glasses entered, and seeing the 
baby which was held by one of the ladies, 
rushed over and embraced and kissed it, The 
little one recognized him and prattled, 
and the father burst into tears, and going to 
a distant corner of the court-room sat down 
and wept bitterly, Returning to where the 
child was kept he took it and sitting at the 
window looked out at the cars and listened to 
the little one’s prattle about them. 

After the Court had handed down a batch 
ofopinidns and dispatched 
business the case wastaken up. Grim’s at- 
torney read the petition in the case, and At- 
torney W. cf. Mills for the defense 
read the return, which set forth that while 
the Grims were living at Springfield, O., Mrs. 
Grim received her support in the main. from 
her parents, as Dr. Grim either would 
not or could not provide means 
for paying board and clothing 
his wife. While Dying at Cincinnati, it is 
alleged Mrs. Grim received support from her 
parents and brother. It was further alleged 
pe Dr. Grim threatened his wife with vio- 

ence. 

The court remanded thechild to the cus- 
tody ofthe mother with permission by the 
father to visit ittwicea week. Mills stated 
tothe court that he would file a suit for 
divorce within twenty-four hours,

Court of Appeals Opinions, 


The Court of Appeals handed down seven- 
teen opinions to-day, Anoticable feature of 
the decision was the ruling in two liquor 


cases from Barry County which 
are reversed and remanded 


for new trials. In the first case one James 
M.Cassity,a Gruggist, was fined $100 on a 
charge of unlawfully selling liquor. The case 
was reversed by the Court of Appeals be- 
cause the indictment did not set forththe 
name of the person to whom the liquor was 
sold. The other case was against James 
Cassity, also of Barry County, doubtless the 
same person. Selling liquor unlawfully is 
also Charged in this case, and the name 
of the personthe liquoris alleged to have 
been sold to is§given. A fine of $100 was also 
assessed inthis case, but the fine was set 
aside and the case reversed on another tech- 
nical ground. 

In the latter case the opinion sets forth that 

the indictment contained three counts,charg- 
ing the defendant as a druggist and 
as a pharmacist with the sale 
of liquors without a dramshop license. 
*“The evidence introduced by the State,’’ 
the opinion reads, ‘‘tended to prove thatthe 
defendant was a druggist and registered 
pharmacist, and at or about-the time stated 
in the several counts he sold to one 
Roberts intoxicating liquors without a writ- 
ten prescription. The jury was instructed 
only as to the law governing the gale 
of intoxicants by druggists and 
pharmacists. Noattempt was made to con- 
vict the defendant under the last count. It 
seems to have been ignored by both court 
and counsel. The jury failed to specify in the 
verdict on which countthe conviction twas 
had. The first and second countsin the in- 
dictment are -fatally defective because each 
failed to state to whom tiie liquor was sold. 
The fact that there was one good count fin 
the indictment cannot aid the judgment fer 
the reason that the evidence and instruc- 
tions were directedtothe first and second 
countsonly, making the conclusion unavoid- 
able that the conviction was bad under one 
or the other of these-counts. We must there- 
fore reverse the judgment.’’ 

Ali of the judges concurin both opinions. 
In the lirst case the defendant 
was charged with Selling liquor as 
a druggist and pharmacist with the prescrip- 
tion of a duly registered Pres The in- 
dictments were procured in both cases in 
Lawrence County and taken by change of 
venue to Barry County.

But in conjunction with a clever comedy is’a 
clever company, and not less contributory to 
the entertainment than the play is the con- 
vincing and humorous performance. The 
shining merit of this performance is the fact 
that the characters for the most 
part are played with a genuine 
sense of humor and notin the puppet 
style which so often mars rattling 
farce. Johnstone Bennett gives a charming 
impersonation of ‘‘Jane’’ in which the incon- 
gruity of the maid playing the partof the 
mistress, is amusingly suggested.

Sanford Affleck Stabs and Dangerously 
Wounds Watchman Walsh. 


AN AFFRAY IN FRONT OF THE GRAND 
OPERA HOUSE, 


A Drunken Man When Knocked Down 
for Offensive Conduct Draws a Knife 
and Plunges It Into the Watchman’s 
Breast-—The Prisoner’s Statement of 
the Affair—The Watcohman’s Condition. 


Atan early hour this morning an encounter 
took place in front of the Grand Opera-house 
between Private Watchman Walsh and Sand- 
ford B, Affleck, in which the private watch- 
man was dangerously stabbed. Affleck, who 
is employed in Fairbank’s soap factory, and 
resides at 1208 Chouteau avenue, had been 
out ona drunk and when passing the 
Opera-house about 4 o’clock got into 
a difficulty with the watchman 
because the latter objected to familiar ad- 
vances which he made, According to the 
watchman’s story Affleck, despite his re- 
monstrances, kept pulling him by the coat 
until he lost patience and struck the 
maudlin fellow with his cane. A 
scuffle then ensued. Affleck was 
borne to the ground, but while prostrate 
managed to get out his knife and stab the 
watchman in the chest and head. He was 
arrested before he could get away from the 
scene. Walsh was removed to the Dispen- 
sary, where his wounds were examined and 
the onein his chest pronounced dangerous 
and probably fatal. He was then taken to 
his home on St. Ferdinand avenue. 

AFFLECK’S STATEMENT. 

Affieck occupies cell No. 5 of the calaboose 
at the Four Courts. He is a little manin 
stature, but well built, and there is a look of 
determination in his face that marks him as 
a hard man to handle when under the infiu- 
ence of liquor. He hasa heavy black mus- 
tache, is rather neatly dressed, and 
his conversation and manners in- 
dicate that he has received a 
prety good education and has 
1adthe advantage of good society. When 
called by Officer Grady this morning Affleck 
gotup fromthe benchon which he was sit- 
ting and limped out intothe corridor, where 
hetold the story of his encounter with the 
private watchman oras much of itas he 
seemed able to recollect. He was still suffer- 
ing from the effects of the liquor he had 
taken aboard the night before, as also from 
the clubbing he got. His head was in band- 
ages, and his white shirt front was still 
wet with his blood. Asked if his lame- 
ness was due to his encounter with Walsh, he 
answered that it was not. He had hurt one 
of his legs while at work yesterday afternoon 
atthe Fairbank Soap Factory on Third and 
Convent streets, He was a millwright and 
had been working there about three weeks. 
He claimed to remember very little about 
what he did last night. 

‘*T was at the Winter Garden quite a while,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and then went toa saloon on Sixth 
and Clark avenue. I had a number of drinks 
in meandconcludedto go home. I went 
down Market or Walnut streetto Fourth to 
get a car, when I meta friend of mine named 
Charley, and we made the rounds 
of the saloons together. I’ve no 
recollection at all where we went, but were 
in several saloons. We finally separated but 
Ildon’tknow where or when. The next 
thing I recall was my meeting with this man 
I had a fuss with. I didn’t know 
that he was a private watch- 
man and don’t remember whether I 
spoke to him first or not. I only remember 
that he told me to get a move on me. When 
1 am drinkin I get pretty stubborn 
sometimes and don’t like to be in- 
sulted and am quick to resent 
an insult. I suppose I must 
have replied to this man in the same style 
that he spoke to me, and the coliision fol. 
lowed, of course. I don’t see how I could 
have used any kuife at the outset, for I recol- 
lect that I was lying on my back with him 
on to of me, wnen I my knife 
outand I am pretty sure that I had been 
clubbed and knocked down. Iremember I 
had bold of him with one hand, asil lay on 
the ground, and I got , 4 knife out with the 
other and opened the blade with teeth. 
to how many times or where I 

him, I don’t recollect. I 
remember that we were taken to 
@ room where a doctor sewed up our 
wounds, and then they brought me here in a 
wagon,’’ 

He was under the impression that his 
wounds were sewed up inadoctor’s office 
near where the affray took place, and said 
he had no recollectioa of riding in a wagon 
until after he had left the doctor’s hands. 

His knite was an ordinary pocket Knife, he 
said, but the big blade was very sharp. He 
had sharpened it only afew days 
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deal of belt mending to do and carried asharp 
knife for that veasOn. He never carried a 
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life that I have ever been in any serious 
trouble, 

Affieck said that he was 35 years old and 
Was born in Belleville, Ill, He also lived at 
one time, when a child, at Columbia, in 
Monroe County, Ill., only afew miles from 
St. Louls and, when a young man, lived here 
in St. Louis. After learning his trade, he 
worked at Independence, Mo., several years 
and then went to California and was on the 
Pacific Coast eight years. He returned about 
a bend ago, and went to Bloomington, Iill., 
where he worked in the Hungarian mills 
there nearlyayear. He came to St. Louis 
last February, to work for the Todd-Stanley 
Belting Co. They first put him to work on 
the new Piant Mill, and then at Fairbanks 

factory. This man Charley 
he was with last night he got 
acquainted with when working at Plant's 
mill. He could not recall Charley’s other 
name, but he was a carpenter about 42 years 
old and lived out somewhere near the Fair 
Grounds. This man Cnerer was, however, 
not with him when he met the private watch- 
man in front of the Grand Opera-house. 

Affieck said that he was married, and he 
seemed anxious that Capt. young should 
send whatever money had been found o2 
him to his wife at 1208 Chouteauavenue. She 
was in need of money, he said, and he hoped 
that she would not be allowed to suffer while 
he was locked up. He left home yesterday 
with $3 in his pocket, but drew Mis 
week’s $18, and didn’t 
think had spent very 
much of it, although he couldn’t say as to 
that. He nad married his wife, he said, at 
Independence, Mo., where her brothers and 
sisters are now living. His own folks lived at 
Bolivar, Mo., and his oldest brother was Cir- 
cuit Clerk of the county. 

OFFICER SMITH CUT. .- 

Officer Smith, who separated the two men 
and took them to the City Dispensary, 
hasa badly cut finger as the resuitof his 
efforts as a peace-maker. Affleck cut bim, 
he says, and he had to use his club on the 
man before he would give up the knife. The 
officer did not see the beginning of the 
trouble, as when he arrived both men were 
on the ground, the watchman on top of him 
and trying toprevent the under man from 
cutting him. Hethought that Affleck must 
have had his knife out when they fell, 
and that the cutting was done .before or 
he saw them fall, he says, and when he 
reached there a minute later the cutting had 
already been done. Afflech was very drunk, 
said Smith this morning, and very little in- 
formation could be gotten out of him last 
night. Officer Smith swore out a warrant for 
assault to kill this afternoon against Affiech, 

Private Watchman John Walsh was former- 
ly a police officer and made quitea record 
for bravery on the Levee. He was known as 
Black Jack and could handle a crowd of 
roughs about as wéll as anyone. 

WATCHMAN WALSH’S STATEMENT. 

Walsh was seen at his home, 3850 St. Ferdi- 
cand avenue, this morning. He was in bed 
and appeared to be resting easy. The clothes 
which he bad worn last night hung 
on the foot Oo the bed and 
were covered with blood. He says that he is 
weak from loss of blood, but does not com- 
plain of any trouble .from his wounds. His 
story of the affair is as follows: 

‘*About 40’clock this morning I left the 
opera-house to home. I had just 
lighted a cigar and was walking slowly away 
when aman rushed uP to meand grabbing 
me by the shoulder sald: ‘Youare the man 
I’m looking for.’ I asked him what was the 
matter witn him and he wanted to know 
if could not do anything 
for a man who was: hurt. 
‘Let go of me,’ I said, and when he tightened 
his grip I hit him over the arm with my cane. 
Then he drew his knife and made a pass at 
me. I grappled with him and threw him 
agown and was cut inthe scuffle. A police- 
man then came up and arrested 
the man and took us in the wagon tothe Dis- 

ensary, after which | was conveyed home,’’ 

Valsh says he does not know the fellow, but 
thinks he is some fellow he has ejected from 
the gallery in the theater. He denies that 
the man was drunk when hecut him. Walsh 
sat up in bed duringthe interview. He is a 
very strong man and may pull through.

The Second Annual Meeting of 
Military Surgeons. 


It Opens in Memorial Hall With Appro- 
‘ _ priate Ceremonies. 


THE GOVERNOR, THE MAYOR AND 
OTHERS WELCOME THE DELEGATES. 


An Address of Welcome and Co-Operation 
Also Read by Col. Greenleaf of the Reg- 
ular Army~—President Senn’s Recom- 
mendations to the Association—Im- 
portance of National Guard Medical 
Organization—The Afternoon Session 
and To-Night’s Reception. 


Shortly before 11 o’clock this morning the 
second annual meeting of the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the National Guard of 
the United States was called to order for its 
spring session in Memorial Hall, Nineteenth 
and Lucas Place, by Second Vice-President 
Eustathius Chancellor, Lieutenant-Colonel 
National Guard of Missouri. The tiered am- 
phitheater of the beautiful hall was filled with 
uniformed men, the green, blue and gold of 
the military surgeon’s fatigue array making 
a brilliant picture. The stage at the northern 
end of the hall was festooned with the 
national colors, forming an arch over 
its center, with flags trailed from the 
sides. Just above the keystone of this arch of 
bright colored bunting was the official badge 
of the association, its red cross, national 
shield and shoulder straps making a most 
striking effect. When the delegates tothe 
meeting began-to arrive in squads at Memv- 
rial Hall from their various hotels and stop- 
ping places they found everything completed 
for theirreception. At a little table in the 
corridor, facing the entrance, sat Surgeons 
J. T. Hereford, John B. Keber, Ohman- 
Dumesnil and J. W. Reber, these gentlemen 
having charge of the official reg- 
ister in which delegates were request- 
ed to write their names, titles and 
address promptly upon reaching the spot. 
The request was complied with and the offl- 
cial register show the following distinguished 
list of prompt attendants upon the spring 
session: Maj.

THE SESSION OPENED. 

Just before il o’clock Lieut.-Col. Eusta- 
thius Chancellor stepped tothe front of the 
stave and rapped the convention to order.

The speaker then reviewed the objects of 
the Association of Military Surgeons and 
Closed witha renewed cordial welcome to 
the delegates present. 

Dr. T. F. Prewitt was then introduced to 
speak in behalf of the medical profession of 
the State in welcoming the mnilitary surgeons 
to the city of St. Louls. Dr. Prewitt was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm and sald: 

DR. PREWITT’S ADDRESS. 

‘‘Gentlemen of the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the National Guard—As President 
of the State Meaical Society of Missourlitis 
a great pleasugye to me to welcome you 
brother members of the medical profession 
to St. Louls. And Ido so not witno the feel- 
ingthat you are strangers tothis city orto 
its medical citizenship. 

‘*The profession of medicine recognizes no 
limitations of place in its brotherhood. 
Wherever one physician goes, there he is at 
home when he meets a brother physician, 
and it is with that spirit I welcome 
you to our. city. The value of the 
military organization of surgeons cannot 
be overestimated. As longas nations goto 
war; as long, indeed, as the millenium is 
postponed, there will be the necessity for 
military surgeons. And 1 wish youallthe 
heartiest welcome, both as membersof the 
medical profession and as surgeons ofthe 
National Guard, andlextend to you also my 
heartiest wishes for the success of your meet- 
sag. ’’. 

MAYOR NOONAN’S WELCOME. 

Mayor E. A. Noonan was next introduced to 
deliver the address of welcome in behalf of 
the city of 8t. Louls. The Mayor said: 

‘*Ladies and Gentlemen, and Gentlemen of 
the Association of Military Surgeons—In say- 
ing that am pleased to welcome 
you to the city of St. Louis, I ex- 
press but faintly my feelings of 
cordial friendship toward you; in saying that 
the city of St. Louis appreciates your visit, Il 
ami equally unable to properly express the 
sentiment fitting to the occasion. You have 
not sent us thousands of visitors, 
have not thronged hotels or 
our streets. ] may be that 
your presence here will not be noted; that 
the masses of our people may not know you 
@re in our midst. ut with the importance 
of your profession and organization in view, 

wish you ali a cordial and hearty wel- 
come.’’ 

The Mayor then dwelt at length on the im- 
portance of the surgical profession and later 
on the selection of St. Louls, closing witha 
gecond welcome to the visiting delegates. 

COL. CHAS. R. GREENLEAF, U. 8. A. 

Representing the United States Army, Col, 

Chas. RK. Greenleaf, Assistant Medicai Pur- 
was then introduced by Vice- 

ce Col. Green- 
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the Association of Military Surgeons 
of the National Guard. The speaker then 
reada paper treating of the necessity of the 
National Guard surgeons familiarizing them- 
selves with their duties in the fleid. This 
was a duty of the utmost importance apd 
one that the surgeons of the regular army 
were watching with the greatest interest. 
The paper stated that two especially neces- 
sary things were practice in the camps of in- 
struction, and the establishment of officers’ 
schools of instructions. Only by close study 
in these schools could the military surgeons 
of the National Guard properly fit them- 
selves for their military duty. The study 
and establishment of ambulance services was 
also urged by the speaker, who stated that 
all these points would be made the subject of 
special army examination at the time of the 
great World’s Fair military gathering of 1893. 

Lieut. Angelo Festorazzi, N. G. of Ala- 
bama, then spoke in behalf of the associa- 
tion, thanking the preceding speakers for the 
warm and friendly welcome to the 
association extended to them. The 
minty ioe also returned special thanks to 
the representative of the regular army who 
had just concluded, and paid a high tribute 
tothe paper read by that gentleman. He 
then reviewed the work accomplished by the 
38-year-old organization of military 
surgeons the National Guard and 
spoke of the great work still to 
be done. The speaker also alluded to the 
heroic work of military surgeons in the fleld, 
and said that the profession was as noble as 
any that could be named. And the present 
organization showed that in this 
country there was more Aa 
North or South; and thatthe ‘‘bloody shirt’’ 
was buried so deeply that it would never 
again see the lightof day. The speaker then 
closed with fervent thankstothe people of 
St. Louis, and especially to the medical fra- 
ternity. for the hospitable reception ex- 
tended. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The, President of the association, Gen. 
Nicholas Senn, National Guard Wisconsin, 
was then introduced and was received with 
greatapplause. Gen. Senn delivered a quiet 
but telling address, in which he reviewed the 
growth or the United Statesas a nation and 
pointed out the importance and value to 
such a nation of its National 
Guard, and the valueto the National Guard 
of awell organized association of military 
surgeons, With a standing army of only 25,- 
000 menthe National Guard of the country 
must be looked to for thereal military de- 
fense of the country. And the citi- 
zen-soldiery had frequently shown their 
bravery and efficiency in trying moments. 
Of these State troops the medical department 
was a most important one, and of the 100,000 
national guardsmen now enrolled in the 
various States there were 500 en- 
rolled surgeons. It was important that 
these 500 surgeons should so At 
themselves for their duties as to command 
that respect from line officers which they do 
not always command at present. The gen- 
eral government was doing everything to en- 
courage the military surgeons of the national 
guard, and it depended -alone upon this 
association to improve by it. The 
speakerthen treated what he designated as 
the important steps to be taken in the near 
future, urging especially the organization of 
associations ineach State, thestudy of camp- 
sanitation, litter-drill, ambulance-service, 
etc. He also urged advantages of competitive 
examination for appointment to posts as 
surgeons of the National Guard. This should 
be under charge of a Board of Examiners 
appointed from the Medical Board of the 
local National Guard. Such a system would 
greatly elevate the standing of the National 
Guard Medical Corps. 

The duties of camp life and of medical ser- 
vice in the field were next treated. Then the 
question of uniforms was taken up and the 
speaker urged the adoption of the uniform of 
surgeons of the reguiararmy. The change 
in the practice of Nelda surgeons, brought 
about by the great change in fire-arms and 
other weapons of late years, alsocame in for 
attention, ihen the orator urged the es- 
tablishment of a national military medical 
college on thesame idea as that of West 
Point for the instruction of officers, and also 
urged that such a national college for 
the regular army should be established 
either in St. JLouis or Chicago. AD 
International Association of Military Surgeons 
to hold its first meeting during the World’s 
Fair in Chicago in 1893 was urged, and then 
the speaker closed with congratulations on 
the rapid growth of the association.

LOCAL FINANCES. 


An Increase in the Demand for Money— 
Banking Funds. 


There has been a decided increase in activi- 
ty in the local stock market during the past 
week. For over two months past little has 
been doing, owing to the stagnant state 
of the New York market, and also 
owing to the fact that St. Louts 


holders have not been obliged to sell. An at- 
tempt ata bearraid, inaugurated late last 
week in New York, showedthe strength of 
the St. Louis market. Some stock came here 
from Chicago and Kansas Ulty, and 
was instantly purchased, and an 
advance in price has already 
yielded the St. Louls investors a good profit. 
The banks, while their loans are larger than 
usual, have more money on hand than is 
common at this season of the year, as depos- 
its run far above the usualamount. Cash 
can be obtained in large amounts at low 
interest from the local banks, but 
while the increase in discounts is not propor- 
tionate tothe increase in deposits, it ts sur- 
ficient to yield a handsome profit. The eas!. 
ness of money is not due to any falling off in 
the volume of business, but to the large addl- 
coor made to the floating capital of the 
city. 

he stagnation of stock speculation has 
cut off the borrowing demand in this direc- 
tion, but the recent revival has caused an in- 
crease in loans on stock security ,and a further 
growth inthis direction is looked for in the 
immediate future.

GOT HER DIVORCE.

The Gaines Divorce Case Compromised 
This Morning. 


THE HUSBAND MAKES A COMPLETE SUR- 
RENDER TO HIS WIFE. 


He Withdraws His Cross-Bill and Allega- 
tions Against Her and Mrs. Gaines Is 
Given Her Separation, Custody of the 
Child and $50 a Month Alimony—No 
Testimony To-Day. 


William P. Gaines made overtures to his 
wife and her attorney before the Circuit 
Court opened this morning and the result was 
a compromise or rather a complete 
surrender Qn the part of the hus- 
band in the action for divorce brought 
by the wife. It was understood this morning 
that the taking of evidence in the Gaines 
case would continue as soon as court opened, 
but Mr, Dyer, representing Mrs. Gaines, and 
Col. Broadhead for the defendant, Mr. 
Gaines, called on Judge Withrow in his pri 
vate office before he ascended 
the bench and informed him that a com- 
promise would probably be effected within an 
hour. Another case was called, and whilea 
jury was being impaneled to try it, the 
lawyers of both parties and Mr. Gaines held 
a long whispered consultation in the hall out- 
side the court-room. 

Shortly after ll the lawyers appeared 
without Mr. Gaines, but with Mrs. Gaines, 
her sister and her father. Mr. Broadhead 
interrupted thecaseon trial to inform the 
court that he wished to withdraw all 
depositions, the cross bill and evi- 
dence introduced in the case by 
Mr. Gaines with the exception of the deposi- 
tions showing his pecuniary ability. Mr, 
Dyer entered his consent and Judge Withrow, 
alter learning that a decision was wanted, 
said:

the answer and depositions and 
cross bill are withdrawn and the 
court is asked to decide on 
the evidence remaining, which is.allin favor 
of the plaintiff,the court thinks a prima lacia 
case has been made out bythe plaintiff. I 
will therefore grant Mrs. Gaines a decree of 
divorce, award her the custody of the 
minor child, and allow her $50 
a month alimony until the court 
sees fittochange it. Mr. Gaines, the hus- 
band, and father of the child, will be per- 
mitted to see the child at frequent intervals. 
The time of these visits may be agreed upon 
by the parties interested.’’ 

Mrs. Gaines’ face beamed 
py smiles, and she left the 
bullding with her attorney apparently 
very well pleased. Mr. Dyer remarked after 
the settlement of the case that he granted 
not an Inch in the compromise. All con- 
cessions were made by the husband and the 
withdrawal of his cross-bill in which he 
made insinuations against his wife’s conduct 
Was to be taken as proof that they were false 
and could not be supported if brought out in 
the course of the trial. 

Attorneys Dyer and Broadhead agreed to 
draw up a form of decree satisfactory to both 
parties and left the court room. 

SOMETHING ABOUT THE CASE. 

Mrs. Gaines has been granteda decree on 
her allegations of incompatibility and indig- 
nities suffered atthe hands of her husband. 
She is the daughter of Capt. A. G. Evans, 
formerly a stock dealer in this city, and 
was married here to Col. Gaines in 15883. 
Soon after the marriage they went tolive 
in Texas. She lived there until 1888, when she 
returned to St. Louis to live with her father, 
She took herchild with her. Some months 
later Mr. Gaines came here and abducted the 
child from the Lindell Hotel. Hie 
took the boy to his home in Texas 
and Mrs. Gaines followed. She succeeded 
in regaining possession of her child 
and has had the custody of him ever since. 

Mr. Gaines, in his cross-bill and answer, 
made insinuations against his wife and her 
conduct at the hotel in El Paso, where they 
were boarding, buthe made no direct charges 
against her character, and the deposi- 
tions read in her behalf did not 
bear out the inferences in his cross-bill. It 
is understood he will return to Texas soon 
and make periodical visits tothe city to see 
his child,

It Abolished. 

The members of the North End Eleventh 
Ward Progressive Association in South &t. 
Louis are getting ready to fight for the re- 
moval of Pickett’s Cemetery, which is 
located on Arsenal street, three blocks east 
of Grand avenue.

NOT ON THE BILLS. 


Exciting Episode at an Emancipation 
Day Parade. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.—There was 
an exciting scene during the Emancipation 
Day parade yesterday that was not down on 
the programme, and bloodshed was barely 
averted. As the procession turned into the 
avenue from Nineteenth street, northwest, a 
gun in the hands of one of the membersof 


the visiting Baltimore Rifles was fired, and 
for a few moments a small sized riot seemed 
imminent, because of the effarts of the police 
to arrest him. For a time the members of 
the company and the crowd on the streets 
prevented his arrest, and it was not untila 
patro! wagon arrived witha detail of officers 
that he and two other per- 
sons under arrest could be taken. 
Reverdy Johnson and John H. Coleman, both 
membDers of the Baltimore Rifles, were taken 
to the station, followed by an angry and 
threatening crowd of several hundred 
negroes. Coleman was charged with dlis- 
oe firearms in the street and when 
searched at the station a loaded five-barreled 
revolver was found on him. An additional 
charge of carrying concealed weapons was 
then entered against him and he was locked 
up. Great indignation is expressed over the 
conduct of the Baitimore company by the 
other organizations forming the parade, and 
it is probable that the matter will be called to 
the attention of the Governor of Maryland, as 
these militiamen violated the law in entering 
the District with loaded muskets.

MILES OF WATERSPOUTS. 


Narrow Escape ofa Steamer From De- 
struction. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—Capt. Newton of 
the steamship W. C. Mitchell reports that on 
Friday he experienced a heavy southerly 
gale, buton Saturday it moderated and the 
sea became calm. At 90’cloe¢kein the morn- 
ing there appeared onthe horizon objects 
which occasioned great curiosity.

Itis saidthat in Chicago, while the Sab- 
batarians are working vigorously to secure 
the closing of the Exposition on Sundays, the 
saloon-Keepers and proprietors of the Sunday 
pleasure resorts are, from shrewd calcu- 
lations of interest, hoping that they may 
succeed.

It is be- 
lieved thatif the hundred thousand sight- 
seekers are excluded from the Expositiona 
large and profitable side-door and ‘‘summer- 
resort’’ business may reasonably be counted 
on. 

Wedo not know how accurate the Chicago 
saloon-keepers are in their forecast of the 
results of Sunday closing as applied tothe 
Exposition, but there is no doubt that in some 
way it would cause a deal more Sabbath- 
breaking than it would prevent.

ARE IN LINE. 


All Anti-Noonan Democrats Get- 
ting Ready for the Fray. 


Meeting To-Night to Perfect Their 
Organization. 


JUDGE MADILL’S FRIENDS WILL RALLY 
TO SAVE HIM. 


Desertions From the Noonan Ranks Are 
Frightening the Mayor and His Lieu- 
tenant, Bill Swift—They Fail to Con- 
trol One Delegation Which They Put 
Up—John B. O’Meara Says the Opposi- 
tion Will Surprise the Mayor and 
Farmer Dick—Political News. 


The anti-Noonan Democrats will organize 
to-night in a general caucus, to which they 
have invited all the active Democrats of the 
wards who are makinga fight to defeat the 
ticket of the Mayor and W. H. Swift atthe 
primaries, To-morrow an address signed by 
the business men ofthe city who are Demo- 
Crats will be issued. The address will 
point out to voters that the success 
of the Mayor at these primaries 
means only indirectly a victory for Dalton, 
and that this is the least part of the ends the 
Noonan-Swift campaign aims to accomplish. 
It will show that the principal object of the 
campaign is to strengthen the Mayor's hands 
in St. Louis, make him Mayor again next 
spring and put the police force into his hands 
to use for political ends, as an adjunct to the 
powerful machine composed of city em- 
ployes, at the head of which henowis. It 
will warn Democratic voters that by refus- 
ing hearty support tothe anti-Noonan party 
atthe primaries, they willbe casting their 
votes for his renomination next spring. A 
copy of the address will be sent to the home 
of every Democratic voter in the city. 

**By 10 0’clock to-morrow morning,’’ said 
Chairman John Cc. Williamson to- 
day, **the anti-Noonan fight’ will 
have a headquarters down-town, 
with menincharge. We havealready a good 
organization in the wards which has been 
doing effective work, andIcan assure you 
that the Dalton- Noonan combination will be 
surprised whenthey see our strength. This 
willappear with the pronunciamento thatwill 
be published to-morrow, but even that will 
not fully show how strong weare, There are 
many of the Democratic business men in 
town who have their fortunes resting upon 
railway and other interests which are subject 
to damaging assault by the City Government, 
and they do not care to invite this danger by 
appearing in the front of the fight, although 
they will do strong and useful work. For 
myself, they can’t reach me by this kind of 
attack. Mr. Jones bas assailed me and 
Mayor Noonan has pitchedinto me, but he 
can’t get to me to hurt me unless he goes out 
some night and burns iny house.’’ 

MR. SWIFT’S CUNNING GAME, 

Chairman Wilkinson resents the attempt of 
the literary bureau of the Noonan combina- 
tion, composed of Mr. Swift, Mr. Macklin and 
Mr. Jones, to place him inthe attitude of 
leading the same independent party, includ- 
ing both Republicans and Democrats, that 
ran a council ticket last year. This is 
essentially a movement of Democrats 
who want to protect the city from 
municipal danger,’’ said he. ‘*The only is- 
sue is Noonan. Charley Maffitt is in the 
movement, fehting with us, ofcourse. Why 
shouldn’t he be? He is a Democrat and he 
is opposed to the Noonan methods.’’ 

It is admitted on all hands that this last 
scheme of Mr. Swift’s was very shrewdly 
contrived. If the election were too 
near to show the Democratic voters 
that the Independent movement of last fall 
has nothingtodo with the present Demo- 
gratic fight on the Mayor’s machine, the plan 
would succeed. Mr. Swift represents Ex- 
Congressman N, O. Nelson as one of the lead- 
ers in the anti-Noonan movement, hoping to 
cloud the real issue by drawing in this re- 
form party. Mr. Nelson has been on the 
Pacific coast for several months and has just 
returned to the city.

Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury in the 
Hollingsworth Case. 


THE THREE PRI£ONERS TESTIFY AT 
THE INQUEST THIS MORNING 


They Are All Released at Its Conclusion— 
Hollingsworth, Blackburn and Douge 
lass Tell of What They Know of the 
Dead Woman-—She Attempted to Com- 
mit Suicide Once Before. 


Coroner Irwin held an inquest this morning 
on the body of the Woman known as Mrs, 
Ann Hollingsworth, who committed suicide 
or was shot by some one else early Sunday 
morning on Seventh, near O’Falion street. 
G. W. Hollingsworth, Wylie Black burn and 
Wm. J. Douglass were brought fm as prison- 
ers, having been arrested by the police on 
suspicion of being implicated in some 
way with the shooting of the woman. 
Ex-Gov, Johnson was also present represent- 
ing the prisoners in a legal capacity. 

The first witness was M.8. Hartman, a 
brother of the dead woman. He isa painter 
from Kansas City. His sister’s name, he 
said, was Ann Hartman or Ann Hollings- 
worth. He didn’t know whether she and 
Hollingsworth were married or not, but she 
always claimed to him thattbey were. They 
lived together as husband and wife in Kansas 
City last summer. He never knew 
of their quarreling; was in their 
house only once, and had seen 
her but that once in fourteen 
years. She was about 8 years old and born 
in Illinois. None of the family ever com- 
mitted suici de. 

G. W. Hollingsworth was next called, He 
said that he lived at 63 East street, East St. 
Louls, with his mother when he worked over 
the river. On this side he lived at 1904 Frank- 
linavenue. He was never married to Annie 
Hartman, but they lived together as husband 
and wife, and he introduced her as his wife. 
They lived together off and on _ since 
1881. They separated at last bee 
cause she wanted to marry Blackburn, He, 
the witness, saw her last at 606 North 
Eleventh street. He went there to geta pes 
dog. He found Blackburn there, and the 
three played cards and drank beer together, 
They had no quarrel or trouble of any kind. 
Blackburn and the woman wanted him to re- 
mainall night, and sohe went to bedand 
they wentintothe next room, and he rs 
posed they were going to retire, as they said 

hey were. He didn’tsee either again that 
night, and didn’t know of the shooting until 
told of it bya policeman the next morning. 
She was in g spirits that night. Blackburn 
was there when he came. They seemed 
to be very affectionate. She said to him once: 
‘*Your’e my husband, ain’t you?’’ and he 
answered ‘‘yes.’’ They seemed to be very 
fond of each other and were both in 
humor when they left him. The only tims 
that she everspoke to the witness of com- 
mitting suicide was when he was starting for 
Arkansas. She said then that if he left she 
would follow him and shoot him and also 
herself. She had a high temper apd was@ 
very brave woman. 
DOUGLASS’ TESTIMONY. 

The next witness, Wm. J. Douglass, knew 
the deceased well and also Blackburn. The 
woman thought a great deal of Blackburn 
and told witness that she loved him. Last 
Saturday evening he hung a lot of pictures 
forthe deceased and had supper with her. 
He then went out and got some sugar for her 
at the ery and returued with it, but did 
not gointhe house. Hedid not see her again 
until she was in the Morgue. At supper 
that evening she said that Black 
was coming that night. Witness 
once heard the woman § that if Hollings- - 
worth did not treat her better she would kill 
him and then herself. 

Asked which of the three, Blackburn, Hol. 
lingsworth or himself she liked the best, the 
witness answered ee 

Officer McGuire testified to having arrested 
Blackburn directly after the shooting. . He 
was running at the time, and when stopped 
said that a woman had shot herself, and was 
then at 1523 North Seventh street at his moth- 
er’s house. Blackburn had blood on his 
face and hands and aé_e revolver. in 
his pocket which he pulled out him- 
self and showed the witness. He claimed 
that the woman had shot herself because he 
would not go with her to a hotel. 

A brother of Blackburn testified to letting 
him in his mother’s house 
that night with the Hol- 
lingsworth woman and similar testimon 
was given by Blackburn’s mother herself. 
The woman was unconscious when brought 
into the house. She never heard her son say 
that he wanted to get rid ofthe woman, She 
never came toher house, but sometimesgent 
notes there. She never gave witness any 
trouble or her son either that she knew of,

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“REO RGANIZATION OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


The City Fathers Come Together for Their 
New Session—City Hall News. 

At 20’clock this afternoon the Council and 
House of Delegates reorganized for the new 
session of 1892-93, Previous to reorganiza- 
tion an adjourned meeting from last evening 
was held andthe body kept continually in 
session until the time of reorganization so as 
to prevent a sine die adjournment. No changes 
were made in the official status of the Coun- 
cll the Democrats being too busy with 
outside politics to bring aboutthe threatened 
combination and oust the Republican of- 
ficers. 

In the House of Delegates everything passed 
off smoothly, in spite of rumors totne effect 
that Speaker Ward would be deposed. The 
affiliation of a number of the delegates to the 
Noonan forces since the combination with 
Dalton has brought a friendlier feeling 
between the Mayor’s office and the 
House. Speaker Ward has not joined 
**de push,’’ but he isa warm friend of Dal- 
ton, and his support is expected for the 
Noonan-Dalton delegates in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward. The whole programme for 
this afternoon’s session was mapped out ata 
caucus held Sunday, between Speaker Ward 
-and his friends. Allthe old officers were re- 
elected, with the exception of James H. 
Townsend, the speaker pro tem, who asked 
to be relieved. Delegate Wm. H. O’Brien of 
. the Fourteenth Ward was elected in his 

ace. 

At last night’s session of the Councila num- 
ber of drinking fountain bills were slaugh- 
tered. Bills authorizing the erection of an 
equestrian statue to Gen, Sherman, author- 
izing the Bell Telephone Co. to place its wires 
under ground, the Electric Connecting Rail- 
way bill, Diamond Jo Railroad bill, South- 
western Ralilroad bill, Delmar Avenue &Clay- 
ton Railroad bill; Midland Railroad bill, 
the Arsenal Street Railroad extension 
and the Central Electric bill were filed, 
Councilman Anderson’s dram shop Dill, the 
bill to license bicycles andan ordinance 
granting water freeto the Little Sisters of 
the Poor, also fell under theax. The Page, 
King’s highway, West Pine, Lindell, Delmar 
and Washington boulevard bills were signed 
by President Walbridge andthe business of 
the session was Over. 


A River Front Boulevard. 


The only item of interest that came up at 
this morning’s meeting of the Board of Public 
Improvements was the Street Commission- 
ers’ report on a communication from’ the 


Eighteenth Ward Improvement Assocla- 
tion, asking that the Grana Avenue 
boulevard be extended to the Chain 
of Rocks. The Improvement Association 
asked that instead of havingthe Boulevard 
stop at Broadway it be extended to the 
Water-works conduit and thence along the 
conduit to the new Water-works park atthe 
Chain of Rocks. This would afford a broad 
level drive along the river front that would 
far surpass as a drive any part of the 
present boulevard system. 
sioner Murphy returned the communication 
with the report that the conduit drive would 
in all probability be made a part of the 
boulevard system. The board set May l0asa 
date for hearing petitions for street openings 
and improvements, and for receiving bids 
forthe construction of Engine-house No, 30 
on Vernon avenue, and for the interior fin- 
ishings of the new City Hall. 


Two New Appointments. 


There aretwo new employes in the Street 
Department whose appointments have cre- 
, ated considerable comment, Louis Yoste has 


been made an overseer of granite paving in 
lieu of one Caffrey, a Noonan lieutenant or 
principal, but not astrong man in practical 
politics. Yoste is said to be a clever 
ward striker and owes his appointment 
to his political prowess which he is expected 
to exercise at the coming primaries. 

Nimrod Kerley, a son of the Superin- 
tendent of the Female Hospital, has been ap- 
ointed a cement inspector. The peculiar 
eature in Mr. Kerley ’s case is that he gets 
his board and lodging at the city’s expense 
out at the hospital, andthen draws a salary 
for the laborious occupation of seeing men 
unload cement sacks from a wagon. 


MR. CAPEN’S NEW RAILROAD. 


The Lindell Co. Asks the Council for a 
Valuable Cross-Town Franchise. 


The first business transacted at this after- 
noon’s meeting of the new City 
Council was the introduction by 
Mr. Horton of a bill granting 


afranchisetothe Compton Heights, Union 
Depot Merchants’ ‘Terminal Raltlroad 
Co. to operate an electric road over 
certain streets of the city. The billis a bold 
and clever move on the part of Mr. George 
Capen and the-directors of the Lindell Rail- 
way Co, to circumvent Mr. Sweeney’s 
Central Electric franchise.: The route of the 
new road will be from Third and Carr 
streets tothe bridge entrance on Washing- 
ton avenue, thence west over the Lindell 
tracks on Washington avenue to 
Eighteenth street, south on Eighteenth 
street and across the bridge to the Lindell 
Bine Line’s tracks, then west on Chouteau 
avenue to Mississippi avenue, then south to 
Park avenue and west to Lawrence avenue, 
then south to Tower Grove Park. ‘There will 
be aspurrunning over Nebraska avenue to 
Shenandoah street, and the return route will 
be down Shenandoah street and across Comp- 
ton avenue. 

Mr. Capen, in speakingof the measure, 
said: ‘*The name indicates who are back of 
the company and why itis being built. The 
directors of the Lindell company will be the 
directors of the new company. We estimate 
the road will cost us $700,000, and we will 
agreeto haveit finished east of Grand av- 
enue within eight months after we get the 
franchise, Whenthe streets west of Grand 
avenue are improved we will pushthe road 
out, and if ey | open Vandeventer avenue I 
will connect it with my road and run cars 
from Tower Grove to the Fair Grounds.’’ 

There will be some opposition to the road 
from the projectors ofthe new Grand ave- 
nue railroad and perhaps from the Scullin 
lines, but Mr. Capen counts on the support of 
gs people of Compton Hill to pull him 
through. Theroad willbea public conven- 
jence, but the franchise will not be granted 
without some deliberation, as it 1s perhaps 
the most valuable in the giftof the Munic- 
ipal Assembly.

THE WYOMING INVASION, 


Rustlers Determined on Wiping Out Hire- 
lings of the Cattle Barons. 


DouGLas, Wyo., April19.—It is quite evi- 
dent that all press telegrams from Buffalo are 
in a measure controlled by local feeling. The 
bulk of the matter sent out is probably true, 
but only a portion ofthe facts are told. Three 
members of the cattlemen’s party were killed 
atthe T. A. ranch, where the regulators 
were besieged, and another was shot while a 
surrender was being arranged under a flag of 
truce. The three men killed were Texans 
who were shotin passing from the impro- 
vised fort to a cellar a few yards distant, 
where the party Kept supplies. 

A man named Linvell passed through Doug- 
las yesterday en route to Cheyenne. He says 
he was at the T. A. ranch three days after 
the surrender of the invaders, and saw the 
bodies of these three men lying on the 
ground, He did not dare to examine them, 
but was close enough to make sure they were 
dead men, who had probably been over- 
looked bythe military when the party sur- 
rendered and had been allowed to lie there 


ever since. 

The fourth man was a Texan named Low- 
ther, who, according to Buffalo dispatches, 
was ‘‘accidentally’’ shot whilethe surren- 
der was taking place, and who has since 
died. Another member of the invading 
party, a teamster, named Green, who was 
wounded when the wagons were captured, 
had his leg amputated and will probably die. 

W. Linvell referred to above has for sev- 
eral years been foreman of H. B, Ijams’ out- 
fit. Ijams’ ranchis fifty miles from Buffalo. 
Linvell says he has been notifled by certain 
parties that he must sever his connection 
with Ijams or leave the country, He says he 
wants tostay and consequently was on his 
way to Cheyenne to Settle with his employer 
and quit his service. 

H. 0. Chamber, foreman of the Ogalalla 
Cattle Co., has also received a letter advis- 
ing him to get ontof the country and passed 
through here on his way to Cheyenne to-day. 

lf the invading party now prisoners at Fort 
McKinney is brought to Douglas under escort 
of the military the party will be at least five 
daysenroute, It willcamp the first night at 
Crazy Woman Crossiug, the second at Pow- 
der River, the third at Collins Station, the 
fourth at Brown Springs and will reach Doug- 
las on the fifth. 

The latest reports from the north are to the 
effect that Sheriff Augus now has about five 
hundred armed men in the vicinity of Buffalo 
who are represented as determined to 
prevent the removal of the pris- 
oners from that count if possible. 
There are no less than four places on the road 
which are admirably suited forambush. The 
first is the section of country just after leav- 
ing Powder River, where the road follows 
the dry fork of that stream for fourteen 
miles, and crosses the dry bed of the stream 
sixteen times in that distance, There are 
high bluffs within easy rifle range all along, 
and the country thereabouts is very broken 
and ragged. Twenty good riflemen could 
Station themselves along this canyon and 
pick off many of the prisoners with compara- 
tive safety to themselves, for the cavalry 
would be almost helpless In trying to pursue. 

There are three other places, Dry Chey- 
enne, Sandy Creek and Antelope Springs, 
where like tactics could be pursued, 

The wiresin this section of the country 
were cut two daysaxo, andit isnot known 
positively that Col. Van Horne and his three 
troops have left Fort McKinney for Douglas 
with their cattlemen prisoners. 

If Col. Van Horne hasleft Fort Mckinney 
the feeling here is that he has been attacked. 
Heisa most determined officer. It is con- 
cluded that he has not given up the prisoners 
without a fight. 

This is the situation at the present timeand 
the greatest anxiety isfelt forthe safety of 
the cavalry under Col. Van Horne, who 
stands noshowin caseof anattack Dy the 
angry rustlers, who would as soon shoot a 
trooper as a cattleman ifanything wasto be 
gained by it. 


NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Eftorts to Curtail Padding of the “Record’”’ 
—Hill Votes for Silver. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 19.—Senator 
Morrill was in hisseat for the first time since 
his recent illness and was thie recipient of 
many affectionate inguiries and con- 
gratulations. The daily infringement of 
the copyright law in the official 


Record were brought tothe attention of the 
Senate by Mr. Sanders, whod offered a reso- 
Jution instructing the Committee on Judici- 
ary to inguire whether the publication in the 
Congressional Record without the consent of 
the proprietor of a c6pyright book sub- 
jected persons circulating copies of such 
Record to the penalties of section 
4,904 of the reviged statutes (relating to the 
law of copyrights), and also whether any 
person was liable in damage to the owner of 
copyright for such publication, and if so 
what person. 

On objection of Mr. Platt the resolution 
went over until to-morrow. 

In the House the first step toward curtalling 
the extraneous matter published in the Con- 
gressional Record was made this morning by a 
resolution, submitted by the Committee on 
Rules, that all orders heretofore made grant- 
ing general leave to print remarks in the 
Record shall be vacated and set aside. Mr. 
McMillin of Tennessee advocated the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Burrows said the Democratic party had 
put itself on record as committed to the 
doctrines of Henry George which were utter- 
ly destructive and were a denunciation of 
the farming class. 

Mr. Warner of New York said that the 
original motion of Mr, Burrows of Michigan 
was couched in such language that no self- 
respecting house could vote for it. 

After further remarks by Mr. O’Nelllof 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Hooker of Mississippi and 
Mr. Buchanan of New Jersey, the resoiution 
was passed. 

The House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency to-day ordered Mr. Bacon of New 
York to report favorably the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Hopkins of Illinois, author- 
izing a national bank at Chicago to es- 
tablish a branch at the World’s Fair. 
The billas reported provides that any na- 
tional bank located in the City of Chicago 
and State of Illinois, which may be desig- 
nated by the World’s Columbian Exposition 
to conduct a banking office upon the exposi- 
tion grounds, is hereby authorized to open 
and conduct such office as a branch ofthe 
bank subject to the same restrictions 
and having the same«rights as the bank to 
which it belongs; provided, that the branch 
office authorized hereby shall not be operated 
foralonger period than two years, begin- 
ning not earlier than July 1, 1892, and closing 
not later than July 1, 1894. 

On the Stewart resolution calling up the 
silver bill Senator Hill voted with the silver 
men, showing, as has been claimed, that he 
is in favor of free colnage. The matter is 
attracting great attention about the Capitol,

CHRIS ON COMISKEY

The St. Louis President Gets Back at 
the Cincinnati Captain. 


HE ACCUSES HIS OLD LIEUTENANT OF 
BEING AN INGRATE. 


Capt. Tebeau of the Cleveland Club Talks 
About His Team-—A Forty-two-Round 
Battle in California—Manager Barnie of 
Washiigton Released—Talk of the 
Field, Turfand Ring. 


The interview in last night’s PostT-DISPATCH 
with Capt. Comiskey, In which the latter 
criticised President Von der Ahe, hit the lat- 
ter pretty hard and touched more than one 
tenderspot in his nature. When seen this 
morning Chris had lots to tell about Comis- 
key and was willing to tellit. ‘‘l have been 
a good friend of Comiskey,’’ said the St. Louis 
President, ‘‘and have on more than one occa- 
sion favored him and his relatives. I brought 
Comiskey here from Dubuque in 1880, when he 
wasa mere stripling, and raised him from 
the position of train boy to captain ofthe St. 
Louls Browns. He rose from nothing to 
wealth with me. [Put for the fact that I have 
befriended Comiskey and his relatives in 
many ways 1 would not pay any atten- 
tion to his ungrateful and uncalled 
for fling at me and my club. 
Comiskey’s interview reveals him in the light 
of seeking to revenge himself upon me, be- 
cause of my absolute refusaltosubmit to his 
desire to work me for anexorbitant ard out- 
rageous salary of $7,000 to play ballin St. 
Louis this year, He has been hollering loud 
and long to ‘get even,’ and he takes Sunday’s 
questionable victory toventhisspleen. Inthe 
first place, he alludes to his team as being the 
equal, if not the superior of any 
other team in the new league and 
hilariously lllustrates it by referring 
to the nice, clean manner in which 
Sunday’s game was gained. Any fair- 
minded, impartial observer will bear me out 
inthe statement that Umpire Sheridan gave 
Cincinnati the best of every decision, on both 
base plays ana calling of balls off Caruthers 
and strikes off Mullane, thus killing off every 
possible chance St. Louis had to win. The 
Cincinnati club officials who saw the game 
admitted to a number of people whom I could 
name that their club had away the best of it 
in this respect, and were honest and fair- 
minded enough tosay so. To hear Comiskey 
shout you would think he won the game by 
himself, and he is jollying himself that he is 
the only individual in Cincinnati capable of 
winning a game. He atleast is aching to 
rivet this impression in the minds of the club 
officials there.’’ 

‘*Have you and Comiskey had a personal 
row?’’ 

‘**No; when he refused my offer of $5,000 to 
play ballin St. Louis this year he said he had 
a sucker in Indianapolis whom he could work 
for $7,500, and .wanted to Know if I blamed 
him for gettingin his work. I told him to 
go ahead and get it. 

**So Comiskey predicts that.I will kill base 
ballin St. Louis, now that he has deserted 
the city. Well, Ihave been running the St. 
Louis Browns for ten years, and base Dal! to- 
day in St. Louisis liveller, more prosperous 
and has a brighter outlook than it has had for 
several years past. If you will take the 
trouble to notice, we have started out this 
year about as well as Comiskey, with 
all his effrontery, bluster and blatherskite 
rot about base ball in St. Louls, not men- 
tioning his marvelously brilliant mana- 
gerialtactics. Did Comiskey make any al- 
lusion in his interview tothe yearhe shook 
St. Louis for the Brotherhood in Chicago, 
making an iIneglorious failure of aclubthat 
was everywhere heralded as pennant win- 
hers? Somehow he avoided this. It losta 
good deal of money, and he was giad enough 
to have the chance to compromise on his 
salary. Whose management was it but his 
that led the Chicago club into this hole? Com- 
iskey in the heat ofa passionto get even, as 
he terms it, should recall the old adage that 
‘people who live in glass houses should not 
throw stones.’ ’’ 

‘*Yes,’’ safd Mr. Von der Ahe, continuing, 
**jast year’s team wasa pretty fair illustra- 
tion of Comiskey’s management of a club, 
lie ran it on a go-as-you-please basis, and we 
had several lushers on the list all season. He 
had no more control over the men than a sick 
Kitten would have had. Thereare two or 
three misstatementsin his tirade which I 
agenounce as lies made out of whole cloth, I 
refer to what he says about the Indianapolis 
meeting, in which he says the _  Chi- 
cago crowd would have han- 
died me roughly had I not remained 
ininy room.
